was at the minimum

canyon was all dried up

ply the normal needs of the town if

This action places the people in a posi ¬ 


tion to make use of this water pro 


vided they vote necessary 
bonds for 
the Installation 
ot the plant 


By piping tho water down hydraulic 
pipe 
the resulting 
pressure 
may bo 


utilized to generate 
electricity at the 
least 
posslblo cost 
In other words 
the people of Safford are 
now 
in a 
position 
to have 
an 
abundance 
of 
water and light If they care to have It 
To do so 
an election 
will have to 


bo held and bonds voted 
It is not 
possible 
at 
this 
time 
to 
determine 
how much such a plant will cost but 
In all probability 
ItTwIll 
cost in the 
neighborhood 
of 
150000 for the com ¬ 


plete plant 
It this figure is correct 
and tho bond issue made to run from 
thirty five to forty 
years 
the plant 
should pay for itself from the profits 
There 
can be no question as to the 
economical operation 
of such a plant
